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OF    THE 
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The  purpose  of  the  School  is  to  furnish  such  instruction  in  Draw- 
ing, Painting,  and  Modelling  as  is  required  by  designers  and  work- 
men in  the  various  constructive  and  decorative  arts,  and  to  serve  as 
a  training-school  for  teachers  of  these  branches. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

The  course  of  study  embraces  Drawing  and  Painting  from  models, 
casts,  draperies,  and  still  life;  Plain  and  Descriptive  Geometry; 
Projections,  with  their  application  to  machine  drawing  and  to 
building  construction  ;  Shadows ;  Perspective ;  Modelling  and 
Casting;  Practice  in  the  use  of  Color,  with  special  reference  to  the 
needs  of  designers — especially  in  textiles;  Historical  Ornament 
and  Original  Design.  The  Instrumental  Drawing  will  be  taught  by 
means  of  class-lessons  or  lectures,  and  lectures  will  also  be  given 
on  Anatomy,  Structural  Botany,  and  Historical  Ornament,  upon 
which  examinations  for  certificates  will  be  based. 

Students  completing  satisfactory  exercises  in  the  subjects  enume- 
rated in  the  following  lists  will  be  eligible  for  the  examinations 
which  are  held  at  the  close  of  each  school  year,  and  on  passing  the 
examinations  will  receive  certificates.  There  are  three  certificates 
— one  to  be  awarded  on  the  completion  of  the  course  in  Drawing, 
one  for  Painting,  and  one  for  Modelling,  and  those  who  have  re- 
ceived the  three  certificates  will  be  awarded  the  full  diploma  of  the 
School. 

Students  who  have  received  the  Drawing  certificate  may  enter 
either  the  class  in  Painting  or  the  class  in  Modelling,  as  they  may 
elect.  Special  students,  who  have  not  received  the  first  certificate, 
will  be  admitted  to  these  classes  if,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Com- 
mittee, they  are  properly  qualified.  Special  terms  are  arranged  for 
such  instruction. 

SCHOOL  YEAR. 

The  school  year,  of  thirty-six  weeks,  begins  the  second  Mondav 
in  September.     There  is  a  vacation  of  one  week  at  Christmas. 


HOURS  OF  STUDY. 

The  rooms  are  open  for  the  use  of  students  from  nine  a.  m. 
until  five  p.  m.  every  day,  except  Saturdays,  when  they  are  closed 
at  two  o'clock,  except  to  teachers  in  the  public  schools,  for  whom 
they  are  open  until  four  o'clock.  All  students  in  the  regular  day 
classes  are  expected  to  attend  at  least  four  hours  a  day  for  five  days 
in  the  week. 

EVENING  CLASS. 

The  evening  class  is  held  on  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Thurs- 
day evenings  from  half-past  seven  to  half-past  nine  o'clock. 

CLASS  FOR  TEACHERS  IN  THE  PUBLIC    SCHOOLS. 

Special  arrangements  are  made  for  the  accommodation  of  teach- 
ers, as  follows  : 

The  rooms  will  be  open  and  instructors  in  attendance  from  five 
o'clock  until  six  every  Monday,  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday, 
and  from  nine  to  one  and  from  two  to  four  on  Saturday. 

TUITION  FEES  AND  ENTRANCE. 

The  fee  for  the  day  class  is  $30.00  a  year,  payable  in  installments 
of  $18.00  and  $12.00  at  the  beginning  of  each  term  of  18  weeks. 

The  fee  for  the  evening  class,  $8.00,  payable  in  installments  of 
$5.00  and  $3.00. 

Applicants  for  admission  must  be  not  less  than  fifteen  years  of 
age. 

No  previous  knowledge  of  drawing  is  necessary. 

MATERIALS  FOR  STUDY. 

Instruments  and  materials  for  study  must  be  provided  by  the 
students.  A  list  of  the  articles  required  in  each  class  is  posted  in 
the  class-rooms.  Paper  of  suitable  size  and  quality  may  be  had  of 
the  Curator  at  cost  price. 

Every  student  will  be  provided  with  a  receptacle  in  which  draw- 
ing-boards and  materials  are  to  be  placed  before  leaving  the  class- 
rooms. On  receiving  the  key  the  student  must  deposit  fifty  cents, 
which  will  be  refunded  when  the  key  is  returned. 

Students  will  be  furnished  with  facilities  for  working  at  the  Mu- 
seum in  Memorial  Hall  when  desired. 

POST-GRADUATE  COURSE. 

Graduates  from  the  regular  course  may  continue  in  the  School  for 
advanced  study,  without  payment  of  fees,  on  condition  that  they 
will  devote  a  certain  amount  of  time  to  teaching  in  the  school. 


CERTIFICATE  WORKS. 

To  be  eligible  for  the  examination  for  certificates,  students  must 
have  completed  satisfactory  exercises  in  each  of  the  following  sub- 
jects. The  works  are  regarded  strictly  as  exercises,  not  as  results, 
and  students  will  prictice  the  several  kinds  of  subjects  until  the 
work  required  can  be  performed  with  facility  in  a  reasonable  time. 

At  least  one  specimen  of  each  student's  work  in  each  class  will  be 
retained  by  the  School. 

DISCIPLINE. 

The  discipline  of  the  School  is  made  as  simple  as  possible,  and 
students  are  made  to  feel  that  as  the  requirements  are  definitely 
stated  and  the  instruction  in  each  branch  given  at  well-known 
hours  the  progress  of  each  is  substantially  in  his  own  hands. 

LECTURES. 

Lectures  on  the  Anatomy  of  Animal  Forms  as  applied  to  Deco- 
rative Art,  Structural  Botany,  Harmony  of  Color,  and  related  sub- 
jects, will  be  given  during  the  year. 

Class  instruction  in  the  Geometrical  branches  will  be  given  every 
Monday,  and  lectures  on  Original  Design,  and  in  Perspective  will 
be  given  by  the  Principal  every  Wednesday  and  -Friday  morning 
from  eleven  to  half-past  twelve,  and  every  Wednesday  evening. 

Teaching  exercises  conducted  by  students  every  Thursday  from 
twelve  to  one. 

ANNOUNCEMENT  FOR  1S84-5. 

Important  changes  in  the  work  of  the  School  will  be  introduced 
at  the  opening  of  the  season  of  1884-5,  tne  details  of  which  will 
be  given  in  the  circular  for  that  period.  These  changes  will  be 
largely  in  the  direction  of  increasing  the  efficiency  of  the  classes 
in  practical  design,  the  work  of  which  will  have  special  reference 
to  the  textile  industries,  of  which  Philadelphia  is  the  most  important 
centre  in  America.  No  pains  will  be  spared  to  make  this  depart- 
ment complete  in  every  respect. 

LOCATION. 

The  School  will  open  in  a  new  location,  where  much  enlarged 
and  improved  accommodations  will  be  provided  for  it  during  the 
summer.
